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Judge: Louisiana must return to pandemic mail-in voting 


(AP) — Louisiana must re- 
instate coronavirus pandemic 
voting plans used for summer 
elections rather than using 
a more restrictive plan pro- 
posed by the Louisiana secre- 
tary of state and approved by 
the Legislature for elections 
in November and December, 
a federal judge has ruled. 
“The state’s failure to provide 
accommodation for pandem- 
ic-affected voters is likely 
unconstitutional because it 
imposes an undue burden on 
Plaintiffs’ right to vote,” US. 
District Chief Judge Shelly 
Dick of Baton Rouge wrote 
in her opinion Wednesday. 


The plan used in July and Au- 
gust, which had five pandem- 
ic-related reasons for getting 
mail-in ballots, worked just 
fine, she wrote. It “was not 
broken; the bumbling at- 
tempts to fix what was not 
broken have brought us to to- 
day,” she said. “Today’s ruling 
is a huge victory not only for 
the health and safety of the 


people of Louisiana, but also 


for their voting rights and our 
democracy," Gov. John Bel 
Edwards said in an emailed 
statement. Edwards, a Dem- 
ocrat, had rejected the more 
restrictive plan proposed by 
Republican Secretary of State 
Kyle Ardoin and passed by 
the Republican-dominated 
Legislature. “No one should 
have to risk their health or 
their life to vote, and I am re- 
lieved that the court agrees," 
Edwards continued. "Simply 
put: COVID-19 remains a 
serious problem in Louisiana 
and voting should not be a 
super spreader event.” 


Dick said the state must al- 
low mail-in voting for people 
with conditions that the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention has listed as 
making people more vul- 
nerable to COVID-19, their 
caretakers, and three other 
groups. She also ordered ex- 
pansion of early voting from 
seven days to 10 for the Nov. 
3 presidential election but 
not fora Dec. 5 election. The 


opinion was “really mea- 
sured,” boiling down to “just 
go back and do what you did 
in July and August,” Edwards 
said during his monthly call- 
in radio show. Ardoin issued 
a two-sentence statement by 
email: “We have received and 
are currently reviewing Judge 
Dick's ruling. A decision as to 
how to proceed will be made 
after careful consideration 
of the facts is weighed with 
the fact that absentee voting 
currently (is) underway for 
some voters, and early voting 
mere weeks away.” 

State plans to require poll 
workers to wear protective 
equipment and to clean vot- 
ing machines after each use 
dont go far enough, Dick 
wrote. She noted that voters 
wont be required to mask 
up, “social distancing is as- 
pirational but cannot be as- 
sured; and high anticipated 
voter turnout will produce 
long lines.” 


She said elections officials 
didn't provide “a scintilla of 


evidence” to back up claims 
that expanding mail-in vot- 
ing would make fraud more 
likely. “Strikingly absent is 
even a hint of fraud in the 
July and August primaries, 
where expanded mall voting 
was available to voters with 
COVID-19 comorbidities, 
caretakers, and others,” she 
wrote. 

State Commissioner of Elec- 
tions Sherri Wharton Had- 
skey testified that she was 
already worried that workers 
wouldn't be able to tabulate 
results on Nov. 3 because 
requests for mail-in ballots 
from voters at least 65 years 
old had surged from about 
60,000 to nearly 165,000. 

“Be that as it may, a poten- 
tial expansion of mail voting 
to accommodate voters with 
comorbidities or  caretak- 
ers has nothing whatsoever 
to do with the state’s failure 
to be prepared to tabulate 
mail votes,” Dick wrote. She 
noted that in July, only 2% of 
voters who used mail-in bal- 
lots were in one of the five 


COVID-19-related catego- 
ries — and they made up less 
than 0.4% of total votes. 
“Simple arithmetic indi- 
cates that a continuation of 
the COVID-19 excuses for 
mail voting would result in 
an additional 8,400 mail bal- 
lots,” she wrote. Dick said 
that disproves claims that al- 
lowing the same reasons for 
later elections “would wreak 
havoc on the integrity of the 
system.” 


Plaintiffs Jennifer Hard- 
ing, who cares for her 71- 
and 72-year-old parents and 
93-year-old grandmother, 
and Jasmine Pogue, who has 
asthma and a history of upper 
respiratory infections, were 
told of the decision by email, 
said NAACP attorney Cath- 
erine Mesa. 


“Essentially the court relied 
on medical evidence that we 
put forth regarding the risk 
posed by the pandemic,” she 
said. 





Biden says he trusts vaccines and scientists, not Trump 


(AP) — Joe Biden said 
Wednesday that while he 
trusts what scientists say 


about a potential coronavi- 
rus vaccine, he doesn’t trust 
President Donald Trump. 
His comments come as the 
debate over a vaccine — how 
it will be evaluated and dis- 
tributed when it's ready — 
has taken center stage in the 
presidential race with seven 
weeks to go until the No- 
vember election. 


Trump and Biden have been 
trading accusations that the 
other is undermining pub- 
lic trust in a potential coro- 
navirus vaccine. Biden has 
expressed concerns that the 
vaccine approval process 
could be politicized, while 
Trump and his allies coun- 
ter that such comments from 
Biden and other Democrats 
are turning off the public to a 
potentially lifesaving vaccine 
when it's released. 

Biden, speaking in Wilm- 
ington, Delaware, after be- 
ing briefed by public health 
experts about a potential 
vaccine, cited Trump’s “in- 
competence and dishonesty” 
surrounding the distribution 
of personal protective equip- 
ment and coronavirus test- 
ing. The U.S. “can't afford to 
repeat those fiascos when it 
comes to a vaccine," he said. 


“I trust vaccines, I trust scien- 
tists, but I don't trust Donald 
Trump," Biden said, "and at 
this moment, the American 
people can't, either.” 

On Wednesday evening, 
Trump raised new questions 
about the administration's 
rollout of a vaccine when he 
publicly contradicted the di- 
rector of the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention, 
who said at a congressional 
hearing earlier Wednesday 
that a vaccine wouldn't be 
broadly available to most 
Americans until the summer 
of 2021. 


Trump said that CDC Di- 
rector Robert Redfield had 
misspoken and that the U.S. 
could start distributing a vac- 
cine starting in mid-October. 
“I think he made a mistake 
when he said that. I think it’s 
just incorrect information,” 
Trump said of Redfield's 
comments. “When he said it, 
I believe he was confused.” 
He said he called Redfield af- 
ter his testimony. “I think he 
just made a mistake. He just 
made a mistake. I think he 
misunderstood the question, 
probably.” 

For his part, Biden has said 
he would take a vaccine “to- 
morrow” if it were available 
but that he would want to 
“see what the scientists said” 


first. His running mate, Ka- 
mala Harris, has said she 
wouldn't trust Trump to be 
honest about the safety of any 
potential vaccine and wor- 
ries that experts and scientists 
would be “muzzled” by the 
president because he's so ea- 
ger to get a vaccine approved 
by his stated goal of Election 
Day. The Trump campaign 
has accused Biden and Har- 
ris of sowing doubt about a 
potential vaccine by express- 
ing concerns that the approv- 
al process could be tainted 
by politics. On Wednesday, 
Trump said Biden has “start- 
ed talking negatively” because 
“they know we have it or we 
will soon have it, and the an- 
swer to that is very soon.” 
Biden, meanwhile, respond- 
ed during his Delaware event 
to the question of whether 
his comments could under- 
mine trust In scientists. 
“No,” Biden said, because 
Americans “know (Trump) 
doesn't have any respect for 
scientists.” 

He added that the vaccine ap- 
proval process should be “to- 
tally transparent” and evalu- 
ated by a “board of scientists” 
that could give the public an 
unbiased opinion. 

Biden also discussed a vaccine 
distribution proposal crafted 
by public health experts and 
shared with him during his 


briefing Wednesday. Accord- 
ing to the proposal, first re- 
sponders and those “at the 
greatest risk” — including 
those in nursing homes and 
people with serious preex- 
isting conditions — would 
get the vaccine first and not 
necessarily people in minor- 
ity communities, which have 
been disproportionately hit 
by the impacts of the virus. 

Biden said that “children, 
ironically, might be the last 
people to get the vaccine” 
because it would take time 
to safely test the vaccine on 
them. "It has to be done fairly 
and well," he said of the vac- 
cine distribution. “It can’t be 
based on your tax returns, 
figuratively speaking; it’s 
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got to be based on who is 
most vulnerable.” Biden also 
talked about his proposal to 
instate a national mask man- 
date, which he says could save 
tens of thousands of lives. 
When Biden first proposed 
it, Irump decried the idea of 
bringing “the full weight of 
the federal government on 
law-abiding Americans” to 
enforce mask-wearing. 


During his event Wednesday, 
Biden acknowledged that he 
wasn't sure if he had the legal 
authority to sign an executive 
order imposing a federally 
mandated nationwide mask 
mandate, but said he had 
sought legal advice on the is- 
sue. 
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Nothing left in the bucket’: Wildfire resources run thin 





Justin Silvera came off the 
fire lines in Northern Cali- 
fornia after a grueling 36 
straight days battling wild- 
fires and evacuating residents 
ahead of the flames. Before 
that, he and his crew had 
worked for 20 days, followed 
by a three-day break. Silvera, 
a 43-year-old battalion chief 
with Cal Fire, California’s 
state firefighting agency, said 
he’s lost track of the blazes 
he’s fought this year. He and 
his crew have sometimes 
been on duty for 64 hours at 
a stretch, their only rest com- 
ing in 20-minute catnaps. 


“lve been at this 23 years, 
and by far this is the worst 
Pve seen,” Silvera said be- 
fore bunking down at a motel 
for 24 hours. After working 
im Santa Cruz County, his 
next assignment was to head 
north to attack wildfires near 
the Oregon border. His ex- 
haustion reflects the situation 
on the West Coast fire lines: 
This year's blazes have taxed 
the human, mechanical and 
financial resources of the na- 
tion’s wildfire-fighting forces 
to an extraordinary degree. 
And half of the fire season is 
yet to come. Heat, drought 
and a strategic decision to 
attack the flames early com- 
bined with the coronavirus to 
put a historically heavy bur- 
den on fire teams. “There's 
never enough resources," said 
Silvera, one of nearly 17,000 
firefighters battling the Cali- 
fornia blazes. "Typically with 
Cal Fire, we’re able to attack 
— air tankers, choppers, doz- 
ers. We’re good at doing that. 
But these conditions in the 
field, the drought, the wind, 
this stuff is just taking off. We 
can't contain one before an- 
other erupts.” 


Washington State Forester 


George Geissler says there 
are hundreds of unfulfilled 
requests for help throughout 
the West. Agencies are con- 
stantly seeking firefighters, 
aircraft, engines and support 
personnel. Fire crews have 
been summoned from at least 
nine states and other coun- 
tries, including Canada and 
Israel. Hundreds of agree- 
ments for agencies to offer 
mutual assistance have been 
maxed out at the federal, state 
and local levels, he said. 

“We know that there’s really 
nothing left in the bucket,” 
Geissler said. “Our sister 
agencies to the south in Cali- 
fornia and Oregon are really 
struggling.” Demand for fire- 
fighting resources has been 
high since mid-August, when 
fire officials bumped the na- 
tional preparedness level to 
critical, meaning at least 80% 
of crews were already com- 
mitted to fighting fires, and 
there were few personnel and 
little equipment to spare. 


Because of the extreme fire 
behavior, “you can’t say for 
sure having more resources 
would make a difference,” 
said Carrie Bilbao, a spokes- 
person for the National In- 
teragency Fire Center. Offi- 
cials at the U.S. government 
operation in Boise, Idaho 
help decide which fires get 
priority when equipment and 
firefighters run scarce nation- 
wide. Government spend- 
ing on fighting wildfires has 
more than tripled since the 
1990s, to an average of $1.8 
billion annually. That's failed 
to reduce the problem as cli- 
mate change, drought and 
millions of trees killed by 
pests led to more fires in the 
Western U.S. over the same 
period, particularly danger- 
ous “megafires" that burn 
100,000 acres (404 square ki- 


lometers) or more. 


The growing severity has 
spurred federal lawmak- 
ers to push prevention ef- 
forts, including controlled 
burns, faster approval of log- 
ging projects and upgrading 
homes to make them more 
fire resistant. 

“We are at a critical time: The 
West is burning. People are 
dying. The smoke is literally 
starting to cover our coun- 
try, and our way of life as we 
know it is in danger," Repub- 
lican U.S. Sen. Steve Daines 
of Montana said Wednesday 
during testimony in support 
of an emergency wildfire bill, 
co-sponsored by Democratic 
Sen. Dianne Feinstein of 
California, that would direct 
more resources to preven- 
tion. Andy Stahl, a forester 
who runs Forest Service Em- 
ployees for Environmental 
Ethics, an advocacy group 
in Oregon, said it would 
have been impossible to stop 
some of the most destructive 
blazes, a task he compared to 
“dropping a bucket of wa- 
ter on an atomic bomb.” Yet 
Stahl contends the damage 
could have been less if gov- 
ernment agencies were not so 
keen to put out every blaze. 
Extinguishing smaller fires 
and those that ignite during 
wetter months allows fuel 
to build up, setting the stage 
for bigger fires during times 
of drought and hot, windy 
weather, he said. 


That’s been exacerbated this 
year by the pandemic, which 
led U.S. Forest Service Chief 
Vicki Christiansen to issue a 
directive in June to fight all 
fires aggressively, reversing a 
decadeslong trend of allow- 





ing some to burn. The idea 
was to minimize large con- 
centrations of firefighters by 
extinguishing blazes quickly. 
Fighting the flames from the 
air was key to the strategy, 
with 35 air tankers and 200 
helicopters used, Forest Ser- 
vice spokesperson Kaari Car- 
penter said. 

Yet by Aug. 30, following the 
deaths of firefighters, includ- 
ing four aviators, fire officials 
in Boise warned that long- 
term fatigue was setting in. 
They called for a “tactical 
pause” to reinforce safe prac- 
tices. With no end in sight to 
the pandemic, some worry 
the focus on aggressively at- 
tacking every fire could last. 
Allowing instead for more 
fires to burn if they are not 
threatening life or property 
would free up firefighters for 
the most dangerous blazes, 
said Tim Ingalsbee with the 
advocacy group Firefighters 
United for Safety, Ethics and 
Ecology. Cal Fire’s roughly 
8,000 personnel have been 
fighting blazes from the Or- 
egon border to the Mexico 
border, bouncing from fire 
to fire, said Tim Edwards, 
president of the union for 
Cal Fire, the nation’s second 
largest firefighting agency. 


“We're battle-hardened, but 
1t seems year after year, 1t gets 
tougher, and at some point 
in time, we won't be able to 
cope. We’ll reach a breaking 
point,” said Edwards, a 25- 
year veteran. 

The immediate dangers are 
compounded by worries 
about COVID-19 in camp 
and at home. 

Firefighters "see all this de- 
struction and the fatigue, and 
then they're getting those 


calls from home, where their 
families are dealing with 
school and child care be- 
cause of COVID. It’s stress- 
ing them out, and we have to 
keep their heads in the game,” 
he said. The pandemic also 
has limited the state’s use of 
inmate fire crews — either 
because of early releases to 
prevent outbreaks in prisons 
or because many are under 
quarantine in those prisons, 
officials said. 

Aside from the human toll, 
the conflagrations in Colo- 
rado, Montana, Utah, New 
Mexico, Arizona, and now 
California and the Pacific 
Northwest have cost hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. 


California alone has spent 
$529 million since July 1 on 
wildfires, said Daniel Ber- 
lant, assistant deputy director 
of Cal Fire. By comparison, 
the state spent $691 million 
the entire fiscal year that end- 
ed June 30. The U.S. govern- 
ment will reimburse most 
state costs for the biggest di- 
sasters. 

Back in the field, Silvera and 
his crew saved two people at 
the beginning of their 26-day 
tour. Two hikers encountered 
the crew after the firefight- 
ers themselves were briefly 
trapped while trying to save 
the headquarters building at 
Big Basin Redwoods State 
Park. 

“We got in a bad spot, and 
there were a few hours there 
we didn’t know if we’d make 
it," Silvera said. “Those 
people found us, and we 
wouldn’t have been in there." 
"That's what you sign up for.” 
Anderson reported from 
Denver and Brown reported 
from Billings, Montana. 
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US charges 5 Chinese citizens in global hacking campaign 


(AP) — The Justice De- 
partment has charged 
five Chinese citizens with 
hacks targeting more than 
100 companies and in- 
stitutions in the United 
States and abroad, includ- 
ing social media and video 
game companies as well as 
universities and telecom- 
munications providers, 
officials said Wednesday. 


The five defendants remain 
fugitives, but prosecutors say 
two Malaysian businessmen 
charged with conspiring with 
the alleged hackers to profit 
off the attacks on the billion- 
dollar video game industry 
were arrested in Malaysia this 
week and now face extradi- 
tion proceedings. 

The indictments are partofa 
broader effort by the Trump 
administration to call out cy- 
bercrimes by China. In July, 
prosecutors accused hackers 
of working with the Chinese 
government to target compa- 
nies developing vaccines for 
the coronavirus and of steal- 
ing hundreds of millions of 


dollars worth of intellectual 
property and trade secrets 
from companies across the 
world. 

Though those allegations 
were tailored to the pandem- 
ic, the charges announced 
Wednesday — and the range 
of victims identified — were 
significantly broader and in- 
volved attacks done both for 
monetary gain but also more 
conventional espionage pur- 
poses. 


In unsealing three related 
indictments, officials laid 
out a wide-ranging hacking 
scheme targeting a variety 
of business sectors and aca- 
demia and carried out by a 
China-based group known as 
APT41. That group has been 
tracked by the cybersecurity 
firm Mandiant Threat Intel- 
ligence, which described the 
hackers as prolific and suc- 
cessful at blending criminal 
and espionage operations. 
The hackers relied on a se- 
ries of tactics, including at- 
tacks in which they managed 
to compromise the networks 


of software providers, modify 
the source code and conduct 
further attacks on the compa- 
nies' customers. The Justice 
Department did not directly 
link the hackers to the Chi- 
nese government. But of- 
ficials said the hackers were 
probably serving as proxies 
for Beijing because some of 
the targets, including pro- 
democracy activists and stu- 
dents at a Tarwan university, 
were in line with government 
interests and didn't appear to 
be about scoring a profit. 

“A hacker for profit is not go- 
ing to hack a pro-democracy 
group,” said acting U.S. At- 
torney Michael Sherwin of 
the District of Columbia, 
where the cases were filed. 
Those targets, including 
some that bear the “hallmark” 
of conventional espionage, 
point to the conclusion that 
the hackers had at least an 
indirect connection with the 
sovernment, Sherwin said. 


In addition, one of the five 
defendants told a colleague 
that he was very close to the 


Chinese Ministry of State Se- 
curity and would be protected 
“unless something very big 
happens,” and also agreed not 
to go after domestic targets in 
China, said Deputy Attorney 
General Jeffrey Rosen. 

But some of the conduct was 
clearly profit driven, officials 
said. Two of the Chinese de- 
fendants, for instance, were 
charged with breaking into 
video game companies and 
obtaining digital currency 
that was then sold for profit 
on the black market, offi- 
cials said. Rosen, the Justice 
Department's No. 2 official, 
criticized the Chinese gov- 
ernment for what he said was 
a failure to disrupt hacking 
crimes and to hold hackers 
accountable. “Ideally, I would 
be thanking Chinese law 
enforcement authorities for 
their cooperation in the mat- 
ter and the five Chinese hack- 
ers would now be in custody 
awaiting trial,” Rosen said. 
“Unfortunately, the record of 
recent years tells us that the 
Chinese Communist Party 
has a demonstrated history 


of choosing a different path, 
that of making China safe for 
their own cyber criminals, 
so long as they help with its 
goals of stealing intellectual 
property and stifling free- 
dom.” 

There was no immediate 
response Wednesday to an 
email seeking comment from 
the Chinese Embassy in 
Washington. 

The Justice Department also 
announced that it had seized 
hundreds of accounts, serv- 
ers and domain names used 
by the defendants and that 
it had worked with Micro- 
soft and other private sector 
companies to deny the hack- 
ers continued access to tools, 
accounts and hacking infra- 
structure. 


Also Wednesday, the depart- 
ment announced charges 
against two [Iranian nationals 
accused of stealing hundreds 
of terabytes of data in a hack- 
ing campaign targeting insti- 
tutions — and perceived en- 
emies of Iran — in the U.S., 
Europe and the Middle East. 





Police reforms in Breonna Taylor case praised, scrutinized 


(AP) — A settlement be- 

tween the family of Bre- 
onna Taylor and the city 
of Louisville could bring 
wide-ranging reforms to 
how police officers live 
and work, changes that 
would represent a rare 
outcome in a police mis- 
conduct lawsuit. 


But some activists hoping 
for deep, lasting change fear 
reforms won’t be enough if 
not accompanied by com- 
munity input and criminal 
charges against the officers 
involved in Taylor’s death. 
And a legal expert noted that 
even the most wide-ranging 
of reforms won’t succeed if 
the people entrusted with 
implementing them aren't 
onboard. 


Louisville Mayor Greg 
Fischer outlined what he 
described as “significant” re- 
forms on Tuesday as part of 
an announcement that the 
city would pay $12 million 
to Taylor’s mother, Tamika 
Palmer. The measures in- 
clude giving officers housing 
credits to live in the neigh- 
borhoods they police; requir- 
ing that only high-ranking 
commanders approve search 
warrant requests; involving 
social workers to help resolve 
situations when necessary; 


and additional drug testing 
for officers. 


“Tve worked on a lot of dif- 
ferent cases,” said Pete Kras- 
ka, a criminal justice expert 
and professor at Eastern Ken- 
tucky University’s School of 
Justice Studies. “I’ve not seen 
a settlement that included a 
set of reforms like this one 
did. I think it’s a good first 
step.” 


But Shameka Parrish-Wright, 
a community activist, had 
hoped the reforms would 
include the involvement of a 
citizens police review board 
with subpoena power. 

“You keep creating and add- 
ing on top instead of uproot- 
ing the problem from the 
very root,” Parrish-Wright 
said. “Every eye is on us all 
over the world because we’ve 
got a chance to make reforms 
that matter.” One of the key 
factors cited in Taylor’s death 
on March 13 was the type of 
warrant officers had — and 
how they got it approved — 
before they burst into her 
apartment and ultimately fa- 
tally shot her after returning 
fire from her boyfriend. 

The officers obtained a no- 
knock warrant that would 
have allowed them to enter 
without announcing them- 
selves, though police have 


said that they knocked and 
announced themselves at 
Taylor’s door. The city of 
Louisville passed a new law 
earlier this year, named after 
‘Taylor, that bans the use of 
no-knock warrants. 


Under the settlements 
guidelines, officers must get 
approval from a commander 
of higher rank than a sergeant 
before asking a judge for a 
Warrant. 

Kraska said that he has 
worked with police depart- 
ments where the number of 
requests for no-knock war- 
rants dropped by 95% when 
they were required to go 
through a chief or a captain. 
Those in the higher ranks 
are going to give the requests 
more scrutiny, he said, and 
will be more likely to say, 
“I don't see where you've 
made the case that you need 
to bring a 32-person SWAT 
team to the door of this 
home.”” 


Brian Dunn, a Los Ange- 
les attorney who specializes 
in police misconduct, said 
whatever reforms are ap- 
proved will only succeed 
if the officers’ direct com- 
manders are onboard. 

“What is written on paper, 
and what is trained in the 
academy are far less signifi- 


cant than the unwritten atti- 
tudes of the superiors over- 
seeing the rank and file offi- 
cers in any particular station,” 
Dunn, managing partner of 
the Cochran Firm California, 
wrote in an email to the AP 
“To a very large extent, the 
only directive that a police 
officer will truly heed, and 
respect, must come from 
another sworn, superior of- 
ficer” 


One of the reforms Fisch- 
er introduced on Tuesday 
would provide incentives for 
officers to live in the neigh- 
borhoods they patrol. Com- 
munity activists have argued 
that police officers who live 
far removed from their beats 
are not invested in the cities 
where they work. 

Some cities have police resi- 
dency requirements, a move- 
ment that took root in the 
1970s to diversify police de- 
partments. In 2017, the city 
of Sacramento, California, 
began offering a $5,000 in- 
centive to encourage officers 
to purchase a home in the 
city. 

But some officers take issue 
with living in the commu- 
nity where they work, saying 
it forces them to come into 
contact with people they’ve 
arrested when they’re off- 
duty or to routinely revisit 


places where they’ve seen 
tragedies. 


In addition, fewer agencies 
are now imposing these rules. 
Missouri lawmakers earlier 
this month advanced a bill 
that would end the decades- 
long residency requirement 
in St. Louis, for example. 
Tamika Mallory is among nu- 
merous activists in Louisville 
who say police reforms will 
be meaningless if the officers 
involved in ‘Taylor’s death 
aren’t charged. 

Taking the podium after 
Mayor Fischer spoke on 
Tuesday, Mallory said she 
was encouraged by the settle- 
ment but “to not have an in- 
dictment happen in this city 
is to say that, no matter how 
much we pay, no matter how 
much reform we do, we'd 
rather pay, we'd rather cover 
it than deal with the issue.” 
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EU chief says UK cannot change EU-UK withdrawal agreement 





(AP) — The president of the 
European Union's execu- 
tive arm said Wednesday that 
the United Kingdom cannot 
unilaterally change the bilat- 
eral Brexit agreement with- 
out destroying global trust in 
the country. 

Insisting that chances for a 
future trade deal were slip- 
ping away by the day, Euro- 
pean Commission President 
Ursula von der Leyen told 
EU lawmakers that plans by 
British Prime Minister Boris 


Johnson to renege on parts 
of the U.K.-EU withdrawal 
agreement dimmed those 
hopes even further. 

What's more, von der Leyen 
asserted, Britain is throwing 
its good name to the wind by 
not respecting a deal it signed 
in December. 

"It cannot be unilaterally 
changed, disregarded," she 
said in her State of the Union 
address. "This is a matter of 
law and trust and good faith." 
Von der Leyen drove home 


the point by quoting from 
a 1975 speech by former 
British prime minister and 
conservative icon Margaret 
Thatcher. 

"Britain does not break trea- 


ties. It would be bad for 
Britain, bad for our relations 
with the rest of the world and 
bad for any future treaty on 
trade,” von der Leyen quoted 
Thatcher's speech as saying. 

Johnson has called his plan to 
unilaterally rewrite Britain's 
divorce deal with the EU an 


insurance policy against any 
unreasonable behavior by the 
bloc. 

The prime minister said his 
proposed law gives the U.K. 
government the power to 
override portions of the with- 
drawal agreement because 
the EU might "go to extreme 
and unreasonable lengths" in 
its treatment of former mem- 
ber Britain. 

Under persistent questioning 
by Labour lawmaker Hilary 
Benn during a parliamentary 
committee hearing Wednes- 
day, Johnson was asked 
whether the EU was "negoti- 
ating in good faith." 

"I don't believe they are," he 
said. Johnson added later in 
the hearing: "It is always pos- 
sible that I am mistaken, and 
perhaps they will prove my 
suspicions wrong." 

Five former British prime 
ministers have criticized 
Johnson's willingness to 
break international law. The 
government's top law of- 
ficer for Scotland resigned 
Wednesday because of con- 
cerns about Johnson's legisla- 
tion. 

Johnson later secured sup- 
port for an amendment 
meant to assuage the dis- 
comfort among members of 
his Conservative Party. The 
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compromise would allow 
lawmakers to vote before the 
government took any actions 
that broke international law. 
Von der Leyen said the EU 
would always respect the 
agreements that get 1ts signa- 
ture and "we will never back- 
track on that." 

The U.K. withdrew from the 
EU's political institutions on 
Jan. 31 but remains in a tar- 
iff-free transition period until 
the end of the year while ne- 
gotiators work out the terms 
of a future trade relationship. 
The European Parliament 
would need to approve any 
trade deal, and the leader of 
the biggest group of the leg- 
islature, said that any deal 
would stand no chance with 
EU lawmakers if the U.K. 
disrespected even the slight- 
est paragraph of the Brexit 
agreement. 

"It makes no sense to negoti- 
ate a future agreement (with) 
a British prime minister who 
is throwing out of the win- 
dow the agreement that he 
siened himself," Manfred 
Weber of the center-right Eu- 
ropean People's Party said. 
Weber warned: "Great Brit- 
ain, you are losing your cred- 


ibility at the global level." 





Barbados seeks to drop Queen Elizabeth II as head of state 


(AP) — Queen Elizabeth II 
has eight realms in the Carib- 
bean, but Barbados no longer 
wants to be part of that king- 
dom. 

The former British colony 
once known as "Little Eng- 
land" announced it plans to 
replace the monarch with 
1ts own head of state in time 
for next year's 55th indepen- 
dence anniversary. 

"Our country can be in no 
doubt about its capacity for 
self-governance,’ Barbados! 
Governor General Sandra 
Mason, who was appointed 
by the queen, said late Tues- 
day. "The time has come to 
fully leave our colonial past 
behind." 

It is Barbados' second at- 
tempt in five years to replace 
the queen with a local leader, 
but some believe this time 
will be different, in part fu- 
eled by a recent push across 
the Western Hemisphere to 
bring down symbols of op- 
pression. 

Barbadian businessman 
Chester Sue told The As- 
sociated Press by phone that 
he supports the move even 
though he doesn't think it 


would make much of a dif- 
ference. 

"It is long overdue," he said. 
"I don't subscribe to the pres- 
ent system ... We still have 
to pay homage to the queen 
of England. I find it to be a 
whole lot of nonsense." 
English settlers first arrived 
in Barbados in the 1620s 
and turned it into a wealthy 
sugar colony dependent on 
the work of hundreds of 
thousands of African slaves. 
The island gained its inde- 
pendence from the United 
Kingdom in November 1966 
and dropped the London- 
based Privy Council in 2005 
for the Trinidad-based Ca- 
ribbean Court of Justice as 
its final court of appeal, but 
1t remains a commonwealth 
realm. 

Barbados would need a two- 
thirds majority in Parliament 
to make the constitutional 
changes required to remove 
the queen as head of state 
and implement a ceremo- 
nial president. Prime Minis- 
ter Mia Mottley's Barbados 
Labour Party controls both 
houses in Parliament. 


Buckingham Palace and 


Downing Street said the 
decision lay in the hands 
of government officials in 
Barbados, with a Number 
10 spokesman adding, "We 
obviously have a shared his- 
tory and remain united with 
Barbados in terms of history, 
culture and language." 

The Caribbean has only a 
handful of republics that used 
to be former British colo- 
nies: Dominica, Guyana and 
Trinidad & Tobago. Jamaica 
has talked about becom- 
ing a republic, but made no 
moves. Meanwhile, at least 
six former British colonies 
in the Caribbean continue to 
be non-self-governing ter- 
ritories, including Anguilla, 
Bermuda and the Cayman 
Islands. 

Barbados first pursued the 
idea of republicanism in the 
late 1970s and in 2008 pro- 
posed to hold a referendum 
on the issue, but the date 
was pushed back indefinitely. 
Then in 2015, former prime 
minister Freundel Stuart an- 
nounced Barbados would 
seek to become a republic 
by the island's 50th indepen- 
dence anniversary, a plan that 


didn't materialize. 

Sue, the Barbadian who fa- 
vors republicanism, said he 
is hopeful given the recent 
protests against the statue of 
British Vice-Admiral Hora- 
tio Nelson in the capital of 
Bridgetown. Government 
officials have said they would 
remove the statue and relo- 


cate it to a place that has not 
yet been identified. But he 
worries people have gotten 
used to the political status 
quo. 

"I feel a lot of Barbadians 
are happy under the colonial 
trappings,” he said. "They 
have been in that mode for so 
long." 








Reverse: 


(AP)- Players were pumped. 
Coaches were stoked. Fans 
seemed relieved. Even the 
president was pleased. The 
Big Ten is going to give fall 
football a shot after all. Less 
than five weeks after push- 
ing fall sports to spring in the 
name of player safety during 
the pandemic, the conference 
ran a reverse Wednesday and 
said it plans to open its foot- 
ball season the weekend of 


Oct. 23-24. 


“Let's goooooo!!!” Ohio State 
quarterback Justin Fields 
tweeted. 

Amid the celebration, a word 
of caution: This is still not 
going to be easy. 

“We can't emphasize enough 
that what we're putting for- 
ward still requires preven- 
tion, requires accountabil- 
ity from everyone involved 
from our student-athletes to 
coaches to staff to be doing 
the things to prevent getting 
this infection,” said Dr. Jim 
Borchers, the team physi- 
cian for Ohio State. “And our 
progress will be measured 
by their efforts but also we 
hope by the efforts to pro- 
vide a clean competition and 
practice environment.” All 
14 teams will be scheduled 
to play eight regular-season 
games in eight weeks, plus 
have the opportunity to playa 
ninth game on Dec. 19 when 
the conference championship 
game is played. The College 
Football Playoff selections 
are scheduled for Dec. 20, 
which means the Big Ten's 
best should be back in the 
hunt for a national champi- 
onship — if all goes well. 


If it does not, the schedule 
does not provide much room 
to adapt. Other conferences 
built in bye weeks, which 
allows time to deal with po- 
tential disruptions. The Big 
Ten itself did that back in 
early August, but now must 
go forward with a condensed 
schedule and signs that 
things could go awry. Across 
major college football since 
Aug. 26, 13 games have been 
postponed because of teams 
dealing with COVID-19 out- 
breaks. Some have not been 
rescheduled. 

The Big Ten is banking on 
daily testing to mitigate the 
risk of outbreaks and decrease 
the probability that a few 
positive tests will gut rosters 
when contact tracing sends 
players into 14-day quaran- 
tines. The Big Ten will begin 
daily antigen testing of all fall 
sports athletes, coaches and 


staff Sept. 30. The Big Ten is 
taking an especially cautious 
approach with those who 
do test positive: The earli- 
est an athlete will be able to 
return to game competition 
is 21 days after a positive di- 
agnosis, and following a car- 
diac evaluation and clearance 
from a cardiologist. 


“We're in a better place, re- 
gardless of how we got here 
or how painful it was during 
the time we waited to get this 
moment,” Ohio State athlet- 
ic director Gene Smith said. 
“That's all behind us. What's 
beautiful is that we have 
a process and protocols in 
place that's based on science 
and based on lessons learned 
since Aug. 11.” The Big Ten 
said its Council of Presidents 
and Chancellors voted unan- 
imously to restart sports. The 
vote last month was 11-3 to 
postpone, with Ohio State, 
Iowa and Nebraska voting 
against. Still, the Big House 
in Ann Arbor, Michigan, and 
Beaver Stadium in State Col- 
lege, Pennsylvania, won't be 
packed with 100,000 fans as 
is usually the case in the fall. 
Not even close. Tickets will 
not be sold to the general 
public for Big Ten games, 
though some attendance is 
expected. 


That’s still an 80,000-seat 
stadium that we don’t have," 
said Wisconsin athletic direc- 
tor Barry Alvarez, who had 
estimated the loss of football 
would cost the school $100 
million. 

The decision to play came 
after sharp pressure from 
coaches, players, parents 
and even President Donald 
Trump, all of them pushing 
for a Big Ten football season. 
The conference is home to 
a number of battleground 
states in the November elec- 
tion, and Trump swifly ap- 
plauded the move. 
Northwestern President 
Morton Schapiro, chairman 
of the presidents’ council, 
said the turning point for 
him on giving the green light 
to football — even though 
many students have not been 
allowed back on his school's 
Evanston, Illinois, campus 
— didn't come until this past 
weekend. 

“For me, it wasn’t about po- 
litical pressure, money or 
lawsuits,” Schapiro said. “It 
was about the unanimous 
opinion of our experts. It 
evolved over the course of 
weeks.” 


The Big Ten will take a bow, 





but the conference has been 
battered for a month and 
businesses in college towns 
from Nebraska to Maryland 
have lost millions in sales. 
First-year Commissioner 
Kevin Warren was the main 
target, criticized for a lack of 
communication and not pro- 
viding enough information 
to back the initial decision. 


“We have passionate athletes. 
We have passionate families 
and we have passionate fans,” 
Warren said of the blowback. 
"And so I take that from a 
positive standpoint.” 

The Big Ten postponed fall 
sports just six days after un- 
veiling a modified, confer- 
ence-only schedule that was 
set to begin Labor Day week- 
end, and indicated it would 
try to make up the season in 
the spring. But there was no 
plan in place and the reac- 
tion included criticisim from 
the president. “I called the 
commissioner a couple of 
weeks ago and we started re- 
ally putting a lot of pressure 
on, frankly,” Trump recalled 
Wednesday.

As the Big Ten and Pac-12 
bailed in August, the oth- 
er Power Five conferences 
forged ahead, along with 
three other major college 
football leagues. Games have 
started, with the Big 12 and 
Atlantic Coast Conference 
kicking off last week. The 
Southeastern | Conference 
begins play Sept. 26. Alvarez 
said Big Ten teams can begin 
practicing immediately. 
“They never lost faith. They 
never lost trust. Their be- 
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Big Ten will try to play fall football after all 


havior through this time 
has been excellent, and they 
never stopped fighting," said 
Ohio State coach Ryan Day, 
whose team was ranked No. 
2 in the preseason Top 25. 


The new schedule comes 
with a twist. On champion- 
ship Saturday, the plan is to 
provide each team an addi- 
tional game, matching teams 
by their places in the division 
standings: No. 2 vs. No. 2, 
No. 3 vs. No. 3 and so on. 
Alvarez said those matchups 
could be tweaked to avoid re- 
matches. 

For now, the third Big Ten 
schedule of the year should 
be ready in about a week. 
Surely, it will rekindle excite- 
ment, but how much of it 
gets played is still uncertain. 
Michigan Gov. Gretchen 
Whitmer, a Democrat, said 
she supports the Big Ten's de- 
cision but noted COVID-19 
“is still a very real threat.”

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Fiers, lights-out bullpen help Athletics beat Rockies 3-1 


(AP) — Mike Fiers threw six 
sharp innings before turning 
it over to a lights-out bull- 
pen and the Oakland Athlet- 
ics snapped a six-game skid 
against the Colorado Rockies 
with a 3-1 win Wednesday. 


Next up, a well-earned day 
off for the Athletics, who have 
played 16 games in 13 days. 
They finished the stretch 9-7. 
Fiers (6-2) may not throw 
hard — his fastball routinely 
hits the upper 80s — but he 
limited Colorado to a run by 
mixing in an effective slider 
and change-up. The Rockies 
were 1-for-8 with runners in 
scoring position against the 
35-year-old Fiers. 

The bullpen with the best 
ERA in baseball took it from 
there. Jake Diekman struck 
out three over 1 1/3 innings. 
He hasn't allowed a run in 17 
1/3 innings this season. Liam 
Hendriks got the final five 
outs to pick up his 13th save 
in 14 chances. 


‘Tony Kemp made an acrobat- 
ic move to score the game’s 
first run. Caught in a run- 
down heading for home, he 
somehow swerved around 


the tag of first baseman Josh 
Fuentes — who was cover- 
ing the plate — and touched 
home with his left hand as he 
tumbled to the dirt. 

Jake Lamb had two hits, in- 
cluding an RBI single as 
part of a two-run sixth that 
gave the Athletics a 3-1 lead. 
Lamb is 5 for 11 since agree- 
ing to terms with Oakland on 
Sept. 14 after being released 
by Arizona. He was 5 for 43 


with the Diamondbacks this 
season. 
It was another hard-luck 


loss for Rockies ace Germán 
Márquez (2-6), whose last 
win was Aug. 


4. After fighting with his 
command early, the hard- 
throwing righty found his 
rhythm in allowing three 
runs over 6 2/3 innings. He 
struck out six and issued a 
season-high four walks. 

The Rockies are trending the 
wrong way as they try to stay 
in the playoff chase. After 
starting 11-3, they've gone 
11-23 since Aug. 9. It’s the 
worst winning percentage in 
the majors over that span.

Denver 
became the third team in the 
U.S. major pro sports to rally 
from a pair of 3-1 deficits in 
the same postseason, joining 
the 2003 Minnesota Wild and 
a squad Black knows well — 
the 1985 Kansas City Royals. 
Black appeared in five playoff 


games as the Royals captured 
a World Series title that sea- 
son.

Garcia hits 2-run homer in 10th, Nationals beat Rays 4-2 


(AP) — Rookie Luis Garcia 
hit a two-run homer in the 
10th inning and the Wash- 
ington Nationals beat the AL 
East-leading Tampa Bay Rays 
4-2 on Wednesday. 

With Carter Kieboom on 
second base to start extra in- 
nings, the 20-year-old Garcia 
hit a leadoff drive on the first 
pitch from Nick Anderson 
(1-1). 


“I just told him to get ready 
for the fastball," Nationals 
manager Dave Martinez said. 
"I asked him (afterwards), 
“What was that pitch? He's 
finally learning. He respond- 
ed, “That's a homer pitch.”” I 
said ‘atta boy.’” Anderson had 
not allowed a run in his pre- 
vious 14 appearances this sea- 
son. “It's bound to happen,” 
Anderson said. "I just missed 
my spot." 

Brandon Lowe got the Rays 
even at 2 when he hit a solo 
homer off Daniel Hudson 
(2-2) on a 2-2 pitch with two 
outs in the ninth. Kyle Mc- 
Gowin struck out three in the 
10th to get his first save. 
“The fact that we come back, 
keep playing, like I’ve said all 
along, we don’t quit,” Mar- 
tinez said. “That’s awesome. 


These guys are giving it their 
all, going out and playing 
hard.” 

Tampa Bay completed a 
stretch of eight consecu- 
tive games against last-place 
teams at 3-5. 

“The last 10 games we cer- 
tainly haven't been firing 
offensively,” Rays manager 
Kevin Cash said. “We've got 
to get going here.” 


Asdrúbal Cabrera homered 
and Austin Voth allowed one 
run and four hits over five in- 
nings for the Nationals. Juan 
Soto drew a one-out walk 
from reliever Oliver Drake in 
the sixth and scored on Ca- 
brera’s homer that put Wash- 
ington ahead 2-1. 

Drake was making his first 
appearance since Aug. 8 af- 
ter being sidelined by right 
biceps tendinitis. Nate Lowe 
had an RBI double in the 
first. He has eight RBIs over 
his last five games. 

Voth intentionally walked 
Nate Lowe with a runner on 
second and two outs in both 
the third and fifth innings 
and ended the threats by re- 
tiring Manuel Margot. 

Kyle Finnegan walked Nate 
Lowe on a 3-2 pitch to load 


the bases with two outs in 
the seventh but then got a 
grounder from Margot. 


The Rays left 11 on base and 
struck out 16 times. 

“I feel like we couldn't get 
a big hit when we had a lot 
of guys on base,” Tampa Bay 
shortstop Willy Adames said. 
“We only got the big hit when 
Brandon Lowe hit a homer."
